
Council (VPC) and, aubordlnatelr, the Stockholm Conference on 
Vietnam and a confederation of ^ French organizations. The 
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names of sponsoring organizations are Included in the list of 
participants (Attachment B). Romesh Chandra, (Secretary* 
General of the WPC), Bertil Svahnstroem (President 
of the Executive Committee of the Stockholm Vietnam Conference), 
and Andre Souquiere (representing the 48 French organi- 
zations) appeared to be the prime motivators of the conference. 

In the plenary hall as well as in the Commission rooms, 
equipment had been installed to provide simultaneous translations 
into English, French, Russian, Spanish and German languages. 
However, the available rooms were not adequate for the niiraber of 
participcuits and consequently informal discussion groups collected 
In the halls, stairs and at entrances. The planning and organi- 
zation seemed to be concentrated solely in the conference pro- 
ceedings themselves :ind not in preparing for the needs of the 
participants, Restaurants in the area were soon out of food and 
refreshments as was the one snack bar in the biiilding* Partici- 
pants often had to go without meals to insure being present for 
the proceedings* Many participants felt lost, neglected and 
superfluous. Most had at best no possibility of affecting the 
outcome or specific resolutions, only the chance to play the 
role of the attentive audience and many expressed disappointment 
at this situation. 

4. COMMISSIONS The conference was organized into four 
commissions: 

a. The First or Political Commission. 

b. The Second or Action Commission. 

c. The Third or Coouoission on New Aspects of the w^lr. 

d. The Fourth or Economic Commission* 

The draft resolutions of the commissions, which in fact became 
the final resolutions, are forweu'ded as Attachment C. Only in 
Commissions I and IV did the chairmanship remain constant; namely 
Romesh Chandra in the former and Prof, Guenther D r e f a h 1 
of Bast Germany in the latter. In Commission II the chair alter- 
nated between Preach and Italian delegates while in Commission 
III the French and Australians dominated. No attempts to seize 
chednsanship of any commission were noted; each approved chairmein 
had four deputies at his side at all times to forestall any such 
attempt.

and other til tiai opposition groups were not observed either 

in the plenum or in the commissions. Strict control procedures 
at the entrances seemed successful in preventing any significant 
extremist presence. Occasional individual attempts to bring ^^orth 
deviant ideas in the plenum were frustrated by polite parliamentary 
means and soon died. The same party-line predominance prevailed 
during discussions in the separate commissions. There were in 
fact no uncmimously adopted resolutions in any commission. 

Because of the very pressing time situation, which conference 
organizers probably Intended as such, di*aft resolutions printed 
in advance served as the basis for the final reports of the com- 
missions which were usually passed with only very minor changes. 
(See Attachment C.) Conflicting or varying ideas were parried 
with the comment, ’that matter is being discussed in another 
commission,’’ or "one cannot include every item in a resolution," 
or "another wording of this point is already part of the reso- 
lution," etc. Because of the limited time allowed each speaker 
as well as the presence of an overwhelming majority of party- 
liners, It was only occasionally necessary for the conference 
leadership to resort to calling for a vote by acclamation. 

This technique effectively stifled the opposition. 

6. FINANCIAL ARRAJ^GEMENTS Since the Versailles Conference 
was organized and managed by the WPC--and In part through its 
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XI. R« Rcfcrwo* V, C-5 did not obsarv* any attanpta at 
dlaruptlv* notion by radical groupa. Ha noted no altuatlon arose 
whloh would Dave required the appraxlaately fifty guards present 
(foroee d'ordreT) to oontrol order. Apparently the radloals 
never gained entry* soaethlng probably due to the strict control 
sudntatoed at all entrances. Mor did the question of granting 
entry to these groups skaterl alias in the conference Itself. C>5 
noted DO open dissension on thla natter within the gatherings 
and dlseusslons be observed. The nore nllltant groups were forced 
to Unit their aotlona to prenlses outelde the conference* tdiere 
they diatrlbuted leaflets attaoldng the conference and attenpted 
to organise a counter <»denone tratlon opposed to the "offlolal* 
denonatratlon held on 13 February. Approxlaately 3*000 nanbora 
of the Mew Left nusteved for this purpose* but a heavy rain helped 
to thwart any aerlous oonfrontatlon. C-5 could not oonflns 
whether oenferenee organisers and frenoh seourlty foroes were 
ooepomting to inann<e a peaoeful oonfersnoe. One polios troop 
troek was stationed in front of the eonferenoe building* but no 
situation developed whloh would have required the police to Inter- 
vene. Careful and detailed prior planning by oonfersnoe organisers 
and the heavy *party*d.lne'' enpbasls apparent throughout Insured 
a relatively undlsturtMd oonferenoe* according to 0-5. 
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
